It is expected 
that the co mpetitio n will bring abo ut 
a better understanding o f the subject 
o f repair and maintenance in the rural 
districts. 
Many children living in the rural 
districts have experienced the disad­ 
vantages o f ro ads inade impassable 
thro ugh a lack o f pro per maintenance 
and it is expected that their interest 
in the co mpetitio n 
will 
stimulate 
greater interest amo ng the parents. 
Bad ro ads have prevented many chil­ 
dren fro m o btaining a pro per educa­ 
tio n and have even prevented do cto rs 
fro m reaching the side o f rural pa­ 
tients in time to save their lives. 
Any child between the ages men­ 
tio ned, attending a co untry 
scho o l, 
may co mpete. Only o ne side o f the 
paper must be written o n; each page 
sho uld be numbered; the name, age 
and address o f the waiter, and 
the 
name and lo catio n o f the scho o l w’hich 
he o r she is attending must be plainly 
written at the to p o f the first page. 
The anno uncement o f the co mpetitio n 
has been sent to the superintendents 
o f scho o ls in the rural districts. 
No 
further info rmatio n can be o btained 
fro m the o ffice o f public ro ads. This 
anno uncement sho uld be plain to ev­ 
ery o ne, and all children will thus start 
o n a basis o f equality .

Then let us sto p kicking, and all 
pull to gether. By this we do no t mean 
fo r y o u to hhut up, indeed no t 
If 
y o u (this means every bo dy ) have any 
suggestio n to make, send it alo ng, and 
this paper will publish it, and give it 
the widest circulatio n. 
We so licit 
y o ur views and ideas fo r the benefit 
o f all. 
To give y o u a start, we submit a 
few questio ns: 
When, ho w o ften, and ho w, sho uld 
o ur ro ads be scraped, o r no t scraped?

W ash ington, April 10.—By Connec­ 
ticut’s ratification of th e amendment 
to th at effect, Tuesday, direct election 
of United States senators became one 
of th e prov isions of th e Constitution. 
Th irty-six states, th e requisite th ree- 
fowrth s of all in th e Union, h av e ap­ 
prov ed th e ch ange. 
It remains only 
for th e gov ernors of all states wh ich 
h av e acted fav orably to formally noti­ 
fy Secretary Bryan and for h im to is- 
sue a proclamation announcing th e 
ch ange. 
Th e amendment to th e Con­ 
stitution is th e second with in th e last 
few month s. Th e v ote of th e Connec­ 
ticut senate was unanimous; th at of 
th e h ouse 150 to 7 7 . 
Th e sev enteenth am endment reads: 
"Th e senate of th e United States 
sh all be composed of tw’o senators 
from each state, elected by th e people 
th ereof, for six years; and each sen­ 
ator sh all h av e one v ote. 
Th e elec­ 
tors In each state sh all h av e th e quali­ 
fications requisite for electors of th e 
most numerous branch of th e state 
legislatures. 
"W h en v acancies h appen in th e rep­ 
resentation of any state in th e senate, 
th e executiv e auth ority of such state 
sh all issue v rrlts of election to fill 
such v acancies prov ided th at th e leg­ 
islature of any state may empower th e 
executiv e th ereof to make tem porary 
appointm ents until th e people fill th e 
v acancies by election as th e legislar 
ture may be direct." 
Th e amendments primarily 
trans­ 
fers th e power of electing 
senators 
from th e legislatures to th e people at 
th e polls. To effect th is ch ange it "was 
necessary to alter th e mach inery for 
th e filling of v acancies in th e senate. 
For more th an sixty years proposals 
h ad been made to ch ange th e Constitu­ 
tion so as to prov ide for th e direct 
election of senators. It was not, h ow­ 
ev er, until .Tune 24, 1911, th at th e 
senate was induced for th e first tiriie 
in its h istory to giv e its consent to th e 
ch ange. On th at day it v oted to sub­ 
m it to th e states th e proposed amend­ 
ment. 
Th e resolution to submit h ad 
passed th e h ouse in a somewh at dif­ 
ferent form. 
Before adjournm ent of 
th e session both h ouses agreed to th e 
language to be employed, and th e ree- 
olutioir was deposited with th e secre­ 
tary of state May 16. 19 12, for distri­ 
bution among th e states. 
On 18 26 th fe first action was taken 
in congress looking to a ch ange, in th at 
year Representativ e Storrs of New 
York introduced a resolution making 
senators electiv e by th e people. Anoth ­ 
er resolution of similar import w’as in­ 
troduced by Representativ e W righ t of 
Oh io in 1829. 
In 1859 Senator Cle­ 
mens of Alabama introduced th e first 
senatorial direct election resolution in 
th e senate. 
Noth ing resulted from 
th ese mov ements. 
It was Andrew’ Joh nson wh o rev iv ed 
congressional agitation for th e direct 
election of senators. As a member of 
th e h ouse of representativ es h e intro­ 
duced two resolutions for th e ch ange, 
and in 18 60 renewed th e agitation as 
a member of th e senate. 
In 1868, as 
persident, h e* sent a special message 
to congress adv ocating th e measure, 
and th en repeated h is recommenda­ 
tion in h is annual message. 
Th e subject was rev iv ed in 18 7 3, 
18 7 6, 1886 and 18 8 8 . but with out suc­ 
cess. In 1893 th e h ouse agreed to th e 
proposition, as it did in th e succeed­ 
ing congress, and still again in 18 98, 
19 00 and 1902. 
No legislation by congress will be 
necessary to put th e ch ange into ef­ 
fect. 
It will be incumbent upon th e 
v arious states to see th at proper pro­ 
v ision is made by th e names of sen­ 
ators going on th e regular ballots. 
Th e first senators to be elected by 
th e new meth od will be th ose wh o 
take th eir seats for th e term begin- 
• ning March 4. 1915. 
Th ey will be 
elected at th e Nov ember elections of 
19 14. 
Th e first 33 states to ratify 
th e 
am endment were: Arizona, Arkansas, 
California. Colorado, Idah o, 
lllinots, 
Indiana, low’a. Kansas, Maine. Massa­ 
ch usetts. Mich igan. Minnesota, Mis­ 
souri.

W ashington.—For the 
first 
tim e 
since the cradle days of the republic 
a president carried his battle for his 
legislative ideas to the fioor of con­ 
gress in person, for President Wilson 
on Tuesday noon appeared on the fioor 
of the house of representatives and 
read his tariff message to the two 
houses—the senate assembling as the 
guests of the house. 
Presidents W ashington and Adams 
are the only chief m agistrates who 
ever delivered their messages to con­ 
gress in person, but both were found­ 
ers of the republic, and their action 
had no particular significance. Presi­ 
dent Adams did it only once, and since 
then the presidential messages have 
been sent to congress in writing. 
The message delivered by the pres­ 
ident follows: 
To the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives: 
1 have called the congress together 
In extraordinary session because a 
duty was laid upon the party now in 
power at the recent elections which it 
ought td perform promptly, in order 
th at the burden carried by the people 
under existing law may be lightened 
as soon as possible and in order, also 
th a t the business 
interests of the 
country may not be kept too long in

haTO built up a .set of prlvHeges and 
exemptions from competition behind 
which It was easy by any, even the 
crudest, forms of combination to or­ 
ganize monopoly; until at last noth­ 
ing is normal, nothing Is obliged to 
stand the tests of efllciency and econ­ 
omy, in our world of big business, but 
everything thrives by concerted^ ar­ 
rangem ent. 
Only new principles of 
action will save us from a final hard

It w’ould be unwise to move toward

Chairman 
Underwood’s

“In the chemical schedule the rates 
on certain commodities show heavy 
reductions. For Instance, boracic acid 
is cut from 78.70 per cent, to 21.43 per 
cent., glue from 35.06 per cent, to 
14.29 per cent, and red lead from 60.35 
per cent, to 25 per cent. Moderate re­ 
ductions have been made on medicinal 
preparations, which are cut from 25 
per cent to 15 per cent., blacking from 
25 per cent, to 15 per cent., drugs 
from 12.55 per cent, to 10 per cent., 
and olive oil from 35.18 per cent, to 
21.05 per cent. The schedule contains 
a number of articles on which either 
no reduction has been made or an '>.d- 
vance provided for. 
“Rates on all brick have been cut 
on the average from 30.23 per cent, 
to 10.28 per cent., tile from 47.84 per 
cent, to 23.36 per cent., asphalt from 
37.05 per cent, to 9 .62 per cent. 
Or­ 
dinary earthenware, which 
was al­ 
ready relatively low, being subject 
to an average duty of 24.67 per cent., 
has now' been cut to 15 per cent., 
while window glass has beeo given an 
average reduction on all glasses of 
from 46.38 per cent, to 28.31 per cent. 
Plate glass, which may be considered 
a luxury, still retains a duty of nearly 
40 per cent., the average being 38.45 
per cent., in place of the duty of 63.9 5 
per cent, in the law. 
Pig Iron and Forgings Hit. 
“Pig iron and slabs, which were 
16.35 per cent, and 17.79 per cent., 
have been cut to 8 per cent, in each 
case; beams, from 23.20 per cent.-to 12 
per cent., and forgings from 30 per 
cent, to 15 per cent. 
On the other 
hand, bicycles, a much more highly 
manufactured product, are dutiable at 
25 per cent, as against 45 per cent., 
and razors at 35 per cent, as against 
77.68 per cent. 
“The idea of the large extension of 
the free list for the unmanufactured 
products has been the fundamental 
conception, while the effort has been 
made to Improve the status of the 
manufactured lumber. Thus, saw’ed 
boards, other than cabinet wood, have 
been carried to the free list, while 
sawed cabinet woods, 
which 
were 
12.75 per cent, in 19 12, are now 10 per 
cent.; casks, barrels, etc., which were 
30 per cent., are now 14.77 per cent., 
and house furniture, vhich was 35 per 
cent., is now 15 per cent. 
“Tobacco and spirits have been 
found to be good producers of revenue 
and have, therefore, been left at the 
same rates as In the present law. 
Would Reduce Czst of Living. 
"In the effort to relieve the consum­ 
er and to mitigate the high and rising 
cost of living, schedule G, which deals 
with agricultural products, has been 
thoroughly revised and im portant re­ 
ductions have been made. 
For In­ 
stance, the duty on horses has been 


reduced from 26 
per c e nt to 10 per* 
cent., cattle from 25 .0 7 per cent, to 10 
per cent., sheep from 16.41 per cent, 
to 10 per cent, barley from 43 .0 5 per 
cent, to 23.07 
per cent., macaroni 
from 34.25 per cent to 23.81 per cent., 
hay from 43.21 per cent to 26.67 per 
cent, fruits from 27.21 per cent to

Schedule K, dealing with wools

All of this was done in advance. 
Mr. Bryan knew of the course which

the reason President Taft did not ve­ 
to the m easure was because it con­ 
tained appropriations for W ashington, 
which he recognized as needful. 
The 
provisions for public buildings in oth­ 
er parts of the country where they 
were not needed constituted the para­ 
graphs of the measure which made 
him hesitate for a long time to give 
the bill the force of law. 
A century ago the French engineer, 
L’Enfant, drew plans which were Uie 
guides for W ashington in part as It 
is today, and for W ashington as it will 
be in the future. 
The public buildings bill appropria­ 
tions are to be used during the fiscal 
year beginning June 30 nexL 
There 
is an appropriation for 
a 
George 
W ashington memorial building with a 
seating capacity of not less than 6,000 
people, which is intended to be use( 
for great gatherings of all kinds in 
which public interest centers. 
This 
building will cost $2,000,000. 
Amphitheater for Arlington. 
It seems finally that an am phithea­ 
ter and a chapel are to be erected in 
the Arlington cemetery. 
Money 
is 
appropriated in the public buildings 
bill to begin the work. 
The amphithe­ 
ater will cost hearly $1,000,000, -and 
the chapel will cost probably in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 
A new building for the bureau of 
engpraving and printing was authorized 
some time ago and it is now in course 
of erection. 
It will cost nearly $3,000,- 
000. 
It is to stand on the south side 
of the Mall not far from the W ashing­ 
ton m onum ent 
From the west side 
the river may be seen, and this entire 
front of the building has sentlnel-llke 
stone columns guarding its Inner 
&p - 
proaches. 
Homes for Several Services. 
It is said that the United States gov- 
ernm ent pays money enough in rent 
to make it possible, if the money were 
saved, to put up all the buildings of 
its own that it needs and to do this in 
the course of ten years. 
The public buildings bill contains a 
provision for a structure 
to 
house 
the geological survey, the Indian office, 
the bureau-of mines and the reclama­ 
tion service. 
These 
services 
now 
have no homes of 
their 
own. 
The 
new building will he placed just west 
of the state, war and navy building, 
and’ will, cost $3.000.000. 
Some time ago congress authorized 
an appropriation to 
construct 
four 
great departm ent buildings In W ash­ 
ington. 
The last public buildings bill 
contained small additional appropria­ 
tions for these structures. 
Hereafter 
in the near future the departm ent of 
state will have a building of its own, 
and this will leave the present state, 
war and navy building for the use of 
the armed services only. 
The departm ent of justice, which 
is now housed in three converted pri­ 
vate residences on McPherson square, 
will have a new home, and the 
de­ 
partm ents of commerce and labor also 
will be provided for with fine build­ 
ings. 
It is probable th at commerce 
and labor will occupy the same build­ 
ing, because at the time that the bill 
was passed they formed one depart­ 
ment. 
These great departm ent 
buildings 
will occupy ground east of Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue and not far 
removed 
from the treasury building. 
Several 
business blocks must be removed to 
make room for them.

An Ex planation of City Government ARLINGTON HEIGHTS OUGHT TO LEAD 


A number of voters have made the 
request that the differences between 
the city form of government and our 
present form be ex plained to them, 
and some of them seem to have the 
impression that under city organiza­ 
tion it would cost much more to con­ 
duct our public affairs than It does 
under our present system. This'is not 
correct. The fact that our governing 
body would be named mayor and al­ 
dermen. instead of president and board 
of trustees, does not mean that they 
would be entitled to salaries. They 
can and should be required to serve 
as they now serve, that is, a small 
compensation for each meeting they 
attend.* The city clerk can also be 
required to serve for the same com­ 
pensation as our village clerks have 
been receiving. Under city organiza­ 
tion the treasurer and attorney also 
would be elected by the people, in­ 
stead of being appointed by the board. 
Neither of these officers need receive 
a stated salary. 
The treasurer can 
be paid for his services the same as 
treasurers under village form of or­ 
ganization, and the city attorney can 
be paid according to services rendered 
by him out of a fund appropriated for 
that purpose. 
If he does $50 worth 
of work per year, he receives that 
amount, and no more. 
Under city organization our village 
would be divided into three wards. 
Each ward would elect two aldermen. 
The mayor, attorney, clerk and treas­ 
urer would, of course, be elected by 
the entire village. 
The fact that two 
aldermen would be elected from each 
ward would give each section equal 
representation in the council.

people who elected him if he knew 
that those people are his immediate 
neighbors. 
It would be his duty in 
the council to bring the needs of his 
ward and of his neighbors to the at­ 
tention of the entire council, and se­ 
cure whatever action might be need­ 
ed. 
A further result w'ould be that 
the best fitted citizens from each ward 
could always be induced to run for 
councilmen, because they would only 
need the support of their neighbors, 
who know' them best, to be elected. 
Under our present system it is often 
impossible to induce our best fitted 
citizens to accept nomination for a 
public office because of the probabil­ 
ity of their being defeated by possible 
opposition from other sections of the 
village. 
If such a candidate's elec­ 
tion depends upon the votes of his 
ow n ward, he could be induced to take 
the office. 
There is only one item of ex pense 
to be met under city 
organization 
which Is not required at present, and 
that is the ex pense of providing for 
two additional polling places. 
This, 
however, is only a small item, and 
would be compensated for many times 
over oy the benefit which the pub­ 
lic would receive in the form of bet­ 
ter government. 
Therefore, if the citizens of our vil­ 
lage who are dissatisfied with pres­ 
ent conditions, vote for the change in 
form of government, they will not 
make a mistake. 
Other villages have changed from 
village 
to 
city 
organization, 
and 
seem to be pleased with the result. 
Berwyn, 
Park 
Ridge, 
Elmhurst, 
.'Wheaton, Lake Forest, Blue Island, 
Highland Park, and other communi­ 
ties have made the change within re- 
‘Cent years, and seem to be satisfied, 
and do not seem to think of coming 
' .hack to the old form. 
If the change is made, and it should 
not be satisfactory to the people, it 
is just as easy to change back to 
the old form as it is to change to the 
new form of organization.

ROSTER OF HISTORIC TREASURES 
SAVED BY CHANCE. 


In the List it Recorded the P rlcelett 
Parchm ent on Which the Magna 
C harts W as Inscrib ed—Now 
In British Museum. 


Not infrequently m anuscripts of litp 
erary treasures, long deemed to have 
b een lost forever, turn up in most un­ 
likely places and b y m ost unlikely 
means. 
These recoveries form an In- 
te ^ stin g and rom antic chapter in the 
history of literature. 
It Is said that the 
oldest 
known 
Greek m anuscript of the New T esta­ 
ment, now the chief treasure of a mu­ 
seum at St. Petersb urg, was ab out to 
b e b urnt, together with other and ap­ 
parently valueless m anuscripts, b y the 
monks of a Syrian m onastery, when 
b y a lucky chance Tlschendorf inter­ 
fered in time to save It. 
A page of another valuab le Greek 
m anuscript came to the Bishop

CANADA WINS ABAIN 


TH E COLORADO SILVER TROPHY 
FOR OATS WON A SECOND 
TIM E BY CANADA. 


T was reported recently that the am­ 
b assadors of the powers had decided 
Mount Athos w^as to b e regard- 
independent ecclesiastical 
repub lic. 
Mount Athos, 
near the 
gulf of Saloniki, is a locality little 
known, b ut it is one of the most in­ 
teresting in the world. 
On the end 
of a 
peninsula 
jutting 
into the 
Aegean sea, the mountain shoots up 
more than 
6,000 feet, and its peak of white limestone 
is a ^ 
landmark for many miles out to sea. 
The old 
Greek legend was that the giant Athos hurled 
this mountain at the gods 
upon Olympus, b ut 
that It dropped b ack and fell at the edge of the 
sea. 
The entire peninsula, of which Mount Athos 
forms the southernmost point, is ab out forty 
miles long and from four to seven miles in width, 
cut b y numerous ravines and b y long arms of 
the sea. The narrow isthmus which connects the 
mountain with the mfeln peninsula was cut b y a 
canal b uilt b y Xerxes when he came to Invade 
Greece, and traces of the canal are still visib le, 
though it has long since b ecome dry land. 
The slopes of Mount Athos have for many cen­ 
turies b een the home of monks and hermits of 
the Greek church. 
Most of the monasteries 
which cling to the steep slopes of the mountain 
w’ere founded b y Byzantine emperors; one of 
the oldest, the monastery of St. Laura, has b een 
In existence since 968. 
There are still several 
thousand monks living upon the mountain, sup­ 
porting themselves b y tilling hillside farms and 
living very much as their predecessors did a 
thousand years ago. 
In 1,500 years no woman has b een allowed to 
set foot on Athos. 
Few travelers ever come to 
Athos; It lies out of the b eaten track of travel, 
and the monks would not welcome intruders. 
Since the fall of the Byzantine empire and 
Constantinople, In 1453, Athos has b een nomi­ 
nally under Turkish rule. 
The Turks, however, 
have b een lib eral in their treatment of the Greek 
Catholic monks, and have permitted them prac­ 
tically to govern themselves, 
A council com­ 
posed of representatives of the several monas­ 
teries has maintained law and order In the col­ 
ony. 
The comparatively few English and European 
travelers who have ever b een to Athos unite In 
enthusiastic praise of the natural b eauties of the 
place. The steep sides of the mountains are heav­ 
ily w'ooded with huge oak and chestnut treps, 
while here and there pine and cypress give a 
touch of deeper color. 
The roads wind in and 
out along the mountain side, frequently affording 
glimpses of the deep b lue sea which frets at 
Athos’ feet. 
Through the Middle Ages the Athos monas­ 
teries were the treasure houses in which much 
of the learning and culture of the Greeks was 
preserved to the world. 
The monks must have 
spent a world of time patiently copying the 
works of the old masters, and the lib raries of 
Athos, even today, contain much that is fascinat­ 
ing to the antiquarian and the b ooklover. 
But 
the monks themseives have fallen into sad igno­ 
rance; the lib raries of the monasteries are little 
used and some of them have b een permitted to 
go completely to rack. 
At Mount Athos, according to legend, the Vir­ 
gin Mary and St. Thomas w'ere wrecked and then 
miraculously saved: and since that day of grace 
no female foot has b een allowed to tread the 
peninsula of Athos; Indeed, since the eleventh 
century no female animals whatever have b een 
permitted there. It Is said that the only excep­ 
tion ever made to this rule in the last five hun­ 
dred years was in favor of Lady Stratford de 
Redcllffe, and it is kept so strictly that not only 
must the whole population b e masculine, b ut 
hens even may not live on the rock, hence all 
the eggs, of w'hich a great numb er are consumed, 
are Imported. The population of the Holy Moun­ 
tain, called generally “The Garden of the Moth­ 
er of God,” is b etween six and seven thousand, 
made up of some three thousand monks and three 
or four thousand lay b rothers. 
Most 
of 
the 
monks are Greeks, b ut there are also many Rua- 
sians. a few Roumanians, and some Bulgarians. 
Servians and Georgians. 
The Turks respected

the privileges of the monks, who sub mitted after 
the capture of Saló nica 
and 
agreed 
to 
pa y 
trib ute. The repub lic has, up to this time, b een 
directed b y a council elected b y the monasteries. 
The common seal of this council, which Is divided 
into quarters for that purpose, is in the cus­ 
tody of the four senior memb ers, 
^lount Athos, 
the second most holy place in eastern Christen­ 
dom. is at the extremity of the peninsula of 
Athos, the easternmost peninsula of Chalcidlce 
in Macedonia, which projects into the Aegean 
sea and is connected with the mainland b y a nar­ 
row Isthmus, which w’as pierced b y a canal dur­ 
ing the invasion of Xerxes. The monasteries are 
scattered over the entire peninsula. 
A most interesting account of a visit to Mount 
Athos Is contained in a b ook written in 1837 b y 
an Englishman, Rob ert Curzon, vrho went b ook 
hunting to the mountain. Speaking of a visit to 
one monkish lib rary, he w^rote: 
“The lib rary I found to b e in a dark closet 
near the entrance of the church. 
It had b een 
locked up for many years, b ut the agoumenos 
(head of the monastery) made no difficulty in 
b reaking the old-fashioned padlock b y which the 
door was fastened. I found upon the ground and 
upon some of the b roken-down shelves ab out 400 
to 500 volumes, chiefly printed b ooks, b ut among 
them now and then I stumb led upon a manu­ 
script. Of these there were ab out thirty on vel­ 
lum and fifty or sixty on paper. I picked up a 
single loose leaf of very ancient uncial Greek 
characters, part of the Gospel of St. Matthew. 
I made b old to ask for this single leaf as a thing 
of small value. 
“ ‘Certainly.’ 
said the agoumenos, ‘what 
do 
you want It for?’ 
“My servant suggested that perhaps It might 
b e useful to cover some jam pots or vases of 
preserves which I had at home. 
“ ‘Oh!’ said the agoumenos. ‘take some more,' 
and without more ado he seized upon an unfortu­ 
nate thick quarto manuscript 
él the Acts and 
Epistles and. drawing out a knife, cut an inch 
thickness of leaves at the end b efore I could stop 
hlm.^ It proved to b e the Apocalypse, which con­ 
cluded the volume, b ut which Is rarely found In 
early Greek manuscripts of the Acts. 
It waá of 
the eleventh century. 
I asked him if he would 
sell me any of the other b ooks, and he said cer­ 
tainly; they were of no use to him.” 
One monk whom Curzon talked with in the 
course of his journey round the mountain oould 
never rememb er having seen a woman. He 
asked the Englishman whether they all looked 
like the pictures of the Virgin Mary. 
Curzon 
had an amusing experience with the agoumenos 
of another monastery. He tells It thus: 
“The agoumenos declared his willingness to 
show me everything the monastery contained. 
“ ‘But first,’ said he, ‘I wish to present you 
with something excellent for your b reakfast.' 
“So I expressed my 
thanks for the kind hos­ 
pitality of my Lord Ab b ot, and he, sitting down 
opposite me on the divan, proceeded to prepare 
his dish. 
“ ‘This,’ said he. 
producing a shallow b asin 
half full of a white paste, ‘is the principal and 
most savory part of this famous dish; it is com­ 
posed of cloves of garlic, pounded down with 
a 
certain quantity of sugar. With It I will now mix 
the oil In just proportions, some shreds of fine 
cheese and sundry other nice little condiments, 
and now it is completed.’ 
** ‘Now,’ said the agoumenos. crumb ling some 
b read into It with his large and somewhat dirty 
hands, 'this is a dish for an emperor. 
Eat, my 
friend, my much respected guest; do not b e shy.’ 


“My servant saved me at last; 
he said that English gentlemen 
never ate such rich dishes for 
b reakfast, from religious feel 
Ings he b elieved, b ut requested 
that it might b e put b y and 
was sure I should like it very 
much later in the day.” 
Mount Athos has seen few 
changes in the last 100 years. 
Except 
for 
an 
earthquake, 
which did some damage to the 
monasteries In 1905, the coun 
try is much as it was when 
Curzon visited it in the early 
years of Queen Victoria’s reign 
But the proposed repub lic which 
is to b e founded there upon the 
downfall of Turkey may b ring 
ab out a great awakening in tha 
“sacred mountain.”

There 
was no troub le for the judges, no time 
necessarily lost in reaching a decision, 
tlill & Sons won, and for th^ second 
time their name will appear on the 
crest of the cup. The third space will 
doub tless b e occupied b y their name, 
and then this splendid trophy will b e 
theirs. 
During the past few years Western 
Canada grains—wheat, oats, b arley and 
flax—have b een in competition with 
grains from all other countries, and in 
every case their superiority has b een 
shown. It is not only in oats, b ut it 
B in wheat, in b arley and in flax, that 
Canada more than holds its own, when 
placed side b y side with grains from 
other parts.

Eskim o Children Never Coerced, and 
Allowed to Indulge In Every Whim 
and W ish Entertained. 


The Eskimo child Is the Idol of the 
home, and Is allowed ^:o do ab solutely 
as he pleases. He Is never punished, 
says a writer In the Wide Awake Mag­ 
azine, and b is whims and wisher, are 
consulted with all the concern given 
an adult. In spite of this indul# ;ence, 
the children are remarkab ly ob fdlenL 


Perhaps the patriarchal manner of 
living—father and mother, aunts and 
uncles, and grandmother and grand­ 
father all in one house—tends to make 
them 80. The word of the old folks 
Is law, and is never questioned. They 
ha v e lived a long time, the Eskimos 
reason, and therefore speak with the 
authority of experience. 
All this Is 
very nice in the ordinary walks of 
life, b ut rather emb arrassing some­ 
times In school work. When a tot of 
four or five plays truant from school, 
and the visiting teacher, complaining 


to the parents, is gravely told to ask 
the small despot if It is his royal 
pleasure to come to school or not, the 
situation b ecomes ludicrous. The only 
resource is to b ecome a hated truant 
officer, or, b etter, to make your work 
so Interesting that the children can­ 
not stay away. i rememb er I used to 
lie a)vake at nights thinking up rew' 
ways of presenting old sub jects, usu­ 
ally In the form of action plays and 
Instructive games. 
A native child 
! cannot hold his interest on any one 
j sub ject for .any length of time; his 


wild, free nature craves a variety of 
interest Nevertheless they are very 
b right for the moment and wonder­ 
fully quick in perception, although 
lacking the white child’s ab ility to 
reason out a prob lem and to give con 
centrated attention, which after all fi 
the gift of civilization.
